Day before yesterday, how- 
ever, forbearance ceased to be a virtue, 
A couple of drunken squaws, drank 
mrely on the vilest of rot-gut squatted 
hemselves on the east side of the Depot 
Hotel wash house aud indulged in the 
most obscene capers. They howled, 
sang aad preached, and finally toppled 
over asleep. While in this condition
